NLRB BUDGET HAS 
NO FUNDS TO TAKE 
BIG STRIKE VOTES 


WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP) 
—The National Labor Relations 
Board says its budget for next 
year has no funds to handle 
major strike votes. 

Chairman Guy Earmer also 
said in testimony released today 
that “We also made no provi- 
sion, based on any forecast on 
our part, for any amendment to 
the Taft-Hartley Act.” 

He made these statements in 
outlining to a House Appropri- 
ations subcommittee requests 
for $8,150,000 for the year be- 
ginning July 1—the board’s 
smallest budget since 1950. The 
total is $250,000 less than Con- 
gress appropriated last year. 
Farmer said the proposed 
budget was cut so low that “if 
we get into a dispute in some 
large segment of industry, such 
as automobile, steel or coal, and 
we have to poll thousands of 
employes, we may find that we 
have a large iter. of expenditure 
for which we have made no pro- 
vision.”

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Growing Illinois Problem 
Gov. Stratton says there is no choice in Illinois 
but. to increase the 2-cent sales tax if increased 


’ demands on the Illinois treasury are to be met 


in the 1955-57 budget. The Governor’s statement 


followed a recommendation of a 3-cent tax, for 


one year, by the Illinois Budgetary Commission. 

The higher cost of virtually everything plus 
new demands are at the bottom of this situation 
just as in other states. One of the factors is the 
increasing cost of state-supported university and 
college education. As Illinois supports its public 
universities and colleges — and these have re- 
turned rewards many times their cost—the peo- 
ple of the state would do well to take an over-all 
look at what may properly called a growing 
problem. 

Tilinois has six state-supported educational in- 
stitutions, with student bodies as follows: 


Southern 

Illinois State Normal U , Normal 

Northern IMlinois State College, DeKalb 

Western Illinois State , Macomb 

Eastern Illinois State College, Charleston

Each institution has genuine needs. At the 
University of Illinois, which is now the fourth 
largest university in the nation in fulltime, resi- 
dent students, a particular need is for additional 
funds to enable the university to pay better 
salaries. Six years ago Illinois ranked third in 
faculty salaries among Big Ten universities. Now 
it is sixth for profesSors and eighth for associate 
professors. 

A consequence is that the University of Illi- 
nois is losing faculty men it needs to keep. Last 
year it lost 21 professors or associate professors. 
The head Of the department of German went to 
the University of Texas for a higher salary and 
none of the extra work that goes with an ad- 
ministrative post. Many other examples could be 
cited. President Lloyd Morey, long the Universi- 
ty’s vigilant comptroller, makes a strong case for 
the proposed increased appropriations for new 
structures and projects and particularly for 
much-delayed cost-of-living and merit salary rises. 

Southerf Illinois University at Carbondale 
calls attention to the fact that its enrollment is 
46 per cent above the postwar peak and asks 
for increased facilities to accommodate a pre- 
dicted 6500-student bedy in 1956. It calls for new 
buildings for teaching facilities, rooms for stu- 
dents and staff and completion of improvements 
already begun. Currently it is using some 60 
rundown residences and temporary structures 
for classes and services. President Delyte W. 
Morris and his staff feel they have a special 
claim since the university at Carbondale is the 
only one in Southern Illinois. 

Illinois State Normal University urgently 
needs a new elementary-junior high school to be 
used as a laboratory in the training of teachers. 
Land for such a building was purchased after 
the war but nearly a decade has passed without 
an appropriation for the long overdue building. 
Each of the other state educational institutions 
has real needs in facilities and salaries. 

*. 7 - 

Yet as things stand now the six institutions 
compete for legislative support. Unless there is 
some means for overall planning of the develop- 
ment of educational facilities, wasteful duplica- 
tion will resuit. Some duplication is necessary 
and:-some is wholly desirable. But there is no 
sense in unnecessary repetition of highly spe- 
cialized training, research or experimentation. 


New York has a, state board that supervises 
all public educational institutions. California has 
pulled its many state colleges together admin- 
istratively. Oregon has a single state board that 
administers its university and state colleges. Wis- 
consin is considering such a plan now. Illinois, 


, with one elected board and two appointed boards, 


can plan intelligently for the rapid student in- 
crease only if all needs and all prospects are 
seen and evaluated on a statewide basis. 

The problem is one for Illinois state officials, 
legislators, educators and civie leaders to take 
up together now—before it grows wastefully 
worse. 
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All Conveniences Have Drawbacks 

It seemed a big help to hear from James Fas- 
sett, the relaxed and entertaining Philharmonic 
radio commentator, that city folks develop a 
natural sound-filtering system to protect them 
from noises which would drive them mad. There 
are so many other drives to madness, domestic 
and foreign, these days that one is grateful for 
even a little help. 


After just a little adjusting, it seems, the sys- 
tem will have your personal acoustics fixed up 
so well that you will barely hear the screech of 
brakes, the collision of cars, the falling of gird- 
ers, the rap-a-tap-a-tap of riveters and street ex- 
cavators, the sound of fire sirens or the crying 
of babies. Pretty good—unless your own baby is 
having safety-pin trouble. 

But the natural silencer also works against the 
plangent tones of church bells, we gather, and 
against the whistles of a steamer or locomotive, 
the crack of bat on ball, biqycle bells, children 
at play and the song of the thrush, not to men- 
tion the grackle and the gray-crested yellow- 
rump. 

‘On second thought, we hope our sound elimi- 
nator is not the latest automatic model. We 
would rather decide on noises to be eliminated 
and then turn it on. After all there are more 
than a few which we want to hear. 


Too Many Houses Too Fast? 

Marriner Eccles was so conspicuously identi- 
fied with Democratic administrations that his 
testimony before the Fulbright committee may 
not receive much attention from President Eisen- 
hower’s advisers. 

One aspect of what he said, however, has re- 
ceived impressive backing from leaders of the 
American Banking Association. Mr. Eccles thinks 
there is danger not only in an unrestrained stock 
market boom, but in an unrestrained private con- 
struction boom. 

It is on the latter point that leaders of the 
A.B.A. savings and mortgage division, meeting 
this week in New York, expressed concern. 
Homer J. Livingston, president of the A.B.A. and 
of the First National Bank of Chicago, pointed 
cut that: 

—personal income after taxes last year 
rose 1.4 per cent, but mortgage debt on one- 


to-four-family homes rose nearly 14 per cent, « 
or 10 times as fast; 


—new houses were put under construc- 
tion in January at a rate of 1,424,000 a year, 
but new families are being formed at the 
rate of only 600,000 a year: 

—more than 60 per cent of new housing 
starts are now underwritten by the Federal 
Government, as compared with only 37 per 
cent at the beginning of 1954. 


All of these factors, Mr. Livingston indicates, 
are making bankers wonder whether the house 
building boom is going too fast. An unhealthy 
boom in construction, lire an unhealthy Goon 


in the stock market, can carry within itself the 
seeds of a collapse whose effects can spread far 
beyond the particular field affected. And here 
as with other booms, the time to sta@p the un- 
healthy activity is before it has gone too far. 
The Administration announces that it already 
has a survey of the housing boom under way. 
Certainly a careful look at what is going on 
seems to be in order. ° |

More Than the Machine 


Donald Gunn's surprisingly decisive victory 
in the Democratic contest for nomination as 
President of the Board of Aldermen reflects a 
good deal more than organizational backing at 
the ward level. 

True, Mr. Gunn enjoyed the support of virtual- 
ly all of the ward organizations. This assistance 
alone might well have been sufficient to defeat 
his opponent, Alderman A. J. Cervantes of the 
Fifteenth Ward. 

But Mr. Gunn also was supported by Mayor 
Tucker, and ran on a platform notable for its 
promises to support the Mayor’s program. And 
evidently many persons who ordinarily do not 
vote in the primary cast their ballots for him, 
having been attracted to the polls in the first 
place by the school tax referendum. 

Mr. Gunn had taken a strong stand against 
the legislative abuse known as “aldermanic 
courtesy,” from which stems the neighborhood- 
destroying spot-zoning ordinances and attacks 
on the master traffic control plan. 

Mr. Cervantes’s record as an alderman spoke 
for itself. He had made a career out of the prac- 
tice of aldermanic courtesy—perhaps not so 
much in asking for this favor as in extending 
it, and that is just as bad. 

The lesson of the Gunn-Cervantes contest 
seems clear: The people are fed up with alder- 
manic courtesy and the evils that flow from it. 
And it also seems clear that the records of the 
11 incumbent aldermen who were renominated 
will come under close scrutiny between now 
and the April 5 municipal election. 

A happy aspect of the day’s voting was the 
number of people who went to the polls. They 
established a record turnout for a municipal 
primary in an off-year. The number of ballots 
cast for Board President represented more than 
31 per cent of the registration; the vote on the 
school tax was some 33 per cent of the regis- 
tration. 

If Mr. Gunn’s victory margin was surprising, 
the size of the vote given the school tax pro- 
posal was even more so. In the past, proposi- 
tions of this sort have had difficulty earning 
the two-thirds favorable majority that would 
permit retention of the tax for a three- or four- 
year period. This time, though, the people 
voted about 414 to 1 for the levy although only 
a simple majority was needed for the requested 
one-year extension of the $1.15 tax rate. 

This will permit the Board of Education to 
maintain the school operation at its current 
level and perhaps even improve it in some areas. 
Important improvements, however, will depend 
upon the results of the April 5 School Board 
election. If the people who voted to continue 
the $1.15 tax rate select capable men and wom- 
en to fill the Board seats that become vacant, 
the system may be able to put more money into 
the classrooms where it belongs.

Now. You See It, Now You Don’t 


We are in receipt of a 23-page brochure from 
the public relations firm of Hill & Knowlton, 
in New York City, headed: “Editorial Views 
on the Atomit Energy Commission’s Contract 
for Electric Power with the Mississippi Valley 
Generating Company (Dixon-Yates).” The bro- 
chure contains editorials from 29 newspapefs, 
columns by Roscoe Drummond and Dorothy 
Thompson, and a news story from Time maga- 
zine. . 

One of the 29 newspapers represented in 
the brochure is the Post-Dispatch. The editorial 
which Messrs. Hill & Knowlton have chosen to 
represent the Post-Dispatch’s views is entitled 
“Meet the Dixon-Yates” and was printed last 
Dec. 6. 

In this editorial we said that Edgar H. Dixon 
and Eugene A. Yates turned in a good per- 
formance in their appearance on the TV pro- 
gram “Meet the Press.” We expressed no opinion 
of the Dixon-Yates contract. 

In some 40 other editorials this newspaper 
has dealt with that contract point by point as 
the controversy has developed. We have criti- 
cized its execution by Presidential fiat, its ne- 
gotiation in secrecy, its lack of competitive 
bidding, its extravagant cost, {ts intrusion of 
the executive branch of gqvernment wpon the 
legislative branch, its ill effects upon inde- 
pendent agencies (principally AEC and TVA), 
its threat to the entire public power program 
nationally, etc. etc. etc. 

Not a word from any one of these two-score 
editorials was chosen by Dixon-Yates’s public 
relations firm to represent the Post-Dispatch’s 
editorial views on the contract. 

Sweet are the uses of public relations. 
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Salute to a New York Judge 


Now that the despicable practice of wiretap- 
ping has come back into the news with the reve- 
lation of a virtual wiretapping mill in New York 
City, a recent New York Supreme Court decision 
takes on new value. 

Justice Hofstadter, finding himself required to 
support a provision of the New York Constitution 
that permits interception of suspected persons’ 
telephone conversations, deplored the fact that 
the anti-wiretapping views of ‘the late Justices 
Holmes and Brandeis were not in full accept- 
ance. Then the New York Judge said: 

A telephone interception is‘a far more 
devastating measure than any search war- 
rant. A search warrant is confined to a defi- 
nite place and to specific items, or, at least 
items of a stated class or description. Those 
in possession of the searched premises know 
the search is going on and when the officer 
has completed his search he departs. 

Not so in the case of the telephone inter- 
ception. The person whose line is to be 
tapped is in ignorance of the fact. Thetapis ‘ 
maintained continuously. The most intimate 
conversations, personal, social, professional, 
business or even confidential of an unlim- 
ited number may be laid bare. 

When a line in a public telephone booth 
is tapped, as has on occasion been done, the 
conversations of people having no relation of 
any kind to the operator of the place in 
whieh the booth is situated or the person 

whose line is tapped are overheard. 

_ It cannot even be said in partial extenua- 
tion of this revolting practice that it yields 
worthwhile results. The reports subinitted to 
me in the past refute any such claim. As evil 
as an actual interception is the fear bred in 
the mind of the average citizen that he may 
at any time become the victim of one. 


We salute New York’s Judge Hofstadter for 
this clear analysis of what is wrong with wire- 
tapping. His words ought to be repeated 
wherever official eavesdropping invades the wg 
vacy of free American citizens, : : 
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“LET’S HAVE A LOOK AT THOSE SECURITIES”

Illinois, Arkansas and Points South Between Book Ends 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion

After a full week away from home on 
a leisurely trip through Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Texas, Oklahoma and 
Tennessee, the realization of what a 
pleasant place Fulton is impinges more 
emphatically upon the consciousness. 

Fulton compares favorably with most 
of the hundreds of towns through which 
we drove on a jaunt of more than 2000 
miles. Most of them are struggling 
with the same problems confronting 
Fulton, perhaps the most pressing of 
which, throughout the nation, is this: 
how to get more tax money to provide 
the public services the po ce so in- 
sistently demands. 

The old home state of Arkansas is in 
a particularly, serious plight. Near the 
bottom of the list of states in public 
school facilities, Arkansas is wrestling 
with the problem of how to get more 
money for more and better schools. 


Many of the state’s legislators have 
taken the extremely short sighted view 
that there shall be no tax increases 
for anything during the session of the 
Arkansas General Assembly. Others 
with more vision are casting about for 
some plan which will work and, which 
is tougher, can win sufficient support 
to be enacted into law. 

Compared with towns in’ Arkansas 
and many other states, Fulton is well 
off. School officials here feel that 
present buildings, either ne 
remodeled and enlarged during recent 
years, are adequate to meet the needs 
of quite a few years to come. 

There is, of course, the problem of 
increased operating costs to be dealt 
with, but this is not. nearly so grave a 
problem as many communities face: 


Many towns find themselves still deeply . 


in debt for school buildings which al- 
ready are worn out or woefully inade- 
quate or both — 

This serious plight of many com- 
munities throughout the country ex- 
plains the persistent demand for more 
federal aid for schools, a demand which 


is being met by the Federal Govern- ° 


ment with a recently proposed plan for 
millions of dollars of federal assistance 
for the schools. 

There will never be an end to the 


need, for schools as well as for other | 
public services, so long as the nation .

paign two years ago Adiai Stevenson 
kept coming back the fundamental 
statement “there are no gains without 
Pains.” : 

There are no easy remedies for pub- 
lic problems. Good solutions will come 
only from hard work—hard Work by the 
legislators, the school officials and the 
other public servants who must devise 
the plans and operate them, and equally 
hard work by everyone else who must 
chip in the taxes to help pay the bills. 


Anyone who takes the point of view 
that there are not going to be any tax 
increases or changes regardless of the 
need is just kidding himself. 

It would be much more intelligent 
and realistic to pitch in and help devise 
intelligent solutions to the problems 
and to help adopt taxing plans which 
will make sure that the burdens are 
distributed as equitably as possible 
among all the people.

The files of the John o’ Groat Journal 
have records of séveral snowfalls at 
least.as bad as that of this week. In 
1838, it recalls, “snow, many feet deep 
covered the north for a month.” In 1853 
the northern counties were “seized in 
an iron-bound fastness” for three weeks. 
Mail coaches were snowed up in drifts 
as high as themselves. Steamers, which 
were the normal method of supplying 
eoastal places, could not move because 
of gales for at least a fortnight. Those 
who remember the snow storm of 1895 
think it was the worst of all. |

of Scots sinews and have lured country 
folk for this sort of weather. 

Now, with mobile shops and grocers’ 
vans touring even the remotest districts, 
country people have got out of the habit 
of keeping their larders well filled.

Indochina War Story 


THE PLACE OF JACKALS, by Ronald Hardy. 
(Doubleday and Co., 249 pgs., 43.503

“The Place of Jackals” by Ronald 
Hardy is a strong novel. The stench of 
het tropical jungle and slimy Laotian 
village mingles with the almost equally 
sensuous odor of the futility of the 
French effort to preserve French Indo- 
china from Communism. Col. Lejeune, 
C.O. of the threatened outpost village 
of Kungu, miles away in all respects 
from the bright brittleness of Saigon, 
knew that their case was hopeless. “We 
can’t beat the Vietminh,” he said, “for 
the simple reason that they are what 
the people want, 
they’re the only or- 
ganized resistance 
to the Europeans.” 

He was aware, 
too, of the power of 
their gods in the 
lives of the natives: 
“Something very 
subtle is happening, 
something . .. that 
can only be felt. It 
is as if the country 
had suddenly 
shrugged its shoul- 
der to slide us off,” 
he explained to Fa- 
ther Roget, who was 
fresh out from France, detailed to serve 
as chaplain. : 

Father Roget was aware of the hos- 
tility and distaste with which these hard- 
bitten French soldiers had reacted to 
his religious softness. He felt fright- 
ened and inadequate, his seminary train-

- ing and his set priestly observances fail- 


ing him in this horrible land where all 
seemed putrefaction and evil. 


Something more must be added.... 
And later, Father Roget, looking with | 
bright, birdy eyes into the paralyzing 
face of danger, told himself, of his diffi- 
cult act of sacrifice and oblation: “We 
are all involved in it. Lejeune wants 
me to go out with the crucifix to a dy- 
ing soldier because.he is a man and 
I am a man and the Chausseurs are 
men, and my failure diminishes all.” 


“The Place of Jackals” is the story 
of the battle between good and evil, 
fought out in harrowing fashion against 
the brutal background of an especially 
noxious war to an, individually speaks 
ing, victorious conclusion. For every 
one of the characters in “The Place of 
Jackals”—from the Laotian houseboy 
who devotes the colored illustrations 
from Father Roget’s sacred book to the 
worship of his gods, to Lejeune, soldier 
and intellectual, and Ravolati, who re- 
lied once too often upon the infallibility 
of his primitive instincts—throws his 
bit of light upon the good human na- 
ture of man.

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SUCCESS BUILDS personal pride and power. Failure 
lowers both. Take away the one thing that gives a child 
a feeling of power and force him to concentrate on work 
that he cannot do and dislikes and he becomes depressed 
and loses any potential of success in both fiélds. 

If you, a mature person, excelled in music but con- 
sistently failed in mathematics how would you feel if 
someone in authority over you forced you to give up the 
fusic and give all your time to the mathematics? That is 
the way the failing child feels when that sort of thing 
happens to him. 

To overcome failure courage and faith are required. 
Build the child’s confidence in himself by letting him 
succeed, Start where he is and work from there. Accent 
every effort with praise and don’t expect too much. Growth 
in a field that presents great difficulty to the learner is 
of necessity slow. 
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MAKE THE COACHING LESSONS SHORT, no more 
than 15 minutes. Make one point, just one, at a time. As 
the child’s confidence expands he will be able to do more. 
Give him plenty of time. Success has a way of compounding 
itself once it has been fanned into life. 

But don’t punish a failing child by taking from him 
the one thing he succeeds in doing. Let the small boy keep 
his dog and the older one his place on the team. Let the 
girl go on with her ballet dancing and help all of the 
failing ones as they can take help, slowly—and patiently.

Fix It Yourself

Mostly About Showers. 


HE other day we saw a self- 
T cleaning shower head, and if 
you don’t know the reason 
for having to have a self-clean- 
ing shower head it’s’ because 
many non-self-cleaning shower 


heads become clogged with min- 
eral deposits so-that instead of 
getting a shower you only get a 
miserable little trickle of water. 


Of course, ordinary shower 
heads can be cleaned by taking 
them off and cleaning out the 
holes with a large needle. 


While on the subject of show- 
ers, we'd like to mention the 
proper way to clean a shower 
curtain. If the shower curtains 
are not cleaned from time to 
time, they will become pretty 
discolored around the bottom. 
Fabric curtains such as canvas 
can, of course, be put in the 
washing machine. The plastic 
types should be taken down and 
spread out flat on a _ table. 
Sponge one side with warm 
soapy water, rinse with clean 
water and then wipe dry. Turn 
the curtain over and repeat this 
process on the other side. 


As far as keeping the inside 
of the shower goes, if it’s a 
metal type shower stall, clean 
with warm water and soap anda 
soft brush. Don’t use steel wool 
or a harsh abrasive powder for 
even if this doesn’t scratch the 
finish it will certainly dull it. 


And by the way, when you 
clean the inside of a shower, 
cover the bottom so it won’t get 
scratched by grit on the soles of 
your shoes. 


The water in some commu- 
nities contains various matter 
which will tend to leave a scum 
on the bottom of shower stalls 
which can be very slippery. To 
avoid the possibility of someone 
getting a bad fall, clean the bot- 
‘tom out daily.

A Visit With Eden

LONDON. 

T NOON on Wednesday I 

left London by train with 

George Spencer for Not- 
tingham: I have always thought 
the trains over here seemed 
small in comparison to ours, 
but I must say they are very 
comfortable and we had a very 
good lunch en route. At Rugby 
we were joined by Mrs. Spen- 
cer. 


Once in Nottingham I re- 
called I had been there in 1942. 
We drove directly to the City 
Hall, which is a fine building, 
and the reception there was in- 
formal and very pleasant. The 
Mayor greeted, us warmly. All 
but two recipients of the Not- 
tingham - Roosevelt Memorial 
Traveling Fellowship were pres- 
ent. Of the absentees, one was 
temporarily away and the other 
= has returned to America to 

ve. 
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I SAW THE LATTER at home 
only a year ago, but some of 
these other young people I had 
not seen since they had been in 
the United States for study 
eight or nine years ago. They 
all told me that they felt the 
trip had been beneficial in their 
business and professional occu- 
pations, and that they had made 
certain friends with whom they 
still corresponded. They hope 
to make a film of pictures taken 
by the young men during their 
tours, and after the reception 
I made a recording to go with 
this film. 


I also made a recording there 
for the BBC, so we did not get 
away until after 6 p.m. It was 
a 50-mile drive to-the Spencer 
home and we stopped on the 
way to pick up their son who 


is learning the textile business 
in Leicester. 

The Spencers have a delight- 
ful old house, which has just 
been put on the list of historic 
homes. It was not until Thurs- 
day morning that I could get a 
glimpse of the gardens around 
‘the house, which must be lovely 
in summer. Mrs. Spencer told 
me, though, that it was impos- 
sible now to find a gardener. 
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EVERYONE says it has been 
a very cold winter and spring is 
late in arriving. Nevertheless, 
the snowdrops are out, and the 
Spencer home was full of flow- 
ers. Every room of the house is 
beautifully paneled. Because of 
the cold and the fact that open 
fires give all the heat one en- 
joys (except for a few additional 
electric heaters), the doors are 
always kept closed. This makes 
the rooms seem much more inti- 
mate and protected from intru- 
sion. Our rooms in America 
rarely feel this way because with 
central heating it is more effi- 
cient to leave all the doors open. 
There is no need to shut out the 
cold drafts. 

We. had a delightful dinner 
Wednesday evening, and I was 
sorry to have to get my hosts up 
early.on Thursday morning so 
that I could be back in London 
by 10 a.m. I took the train in 
Rugby and got a glimpse of 
Rugby. School, which many of 
my generation remember  be- 
cause of the books written about 
the headmaster. 

Back in London I found a 
sunny day and I enjoyed the drive 
to the Foreign Office where I 
went to deliver a letter in per- 
son to Sir Anthony Eden. This 
was an invitation to him to come 
to Roosevelt University in Chi- 
cago on May 25.

West, impressed by the spade 
bid at his left, opened the 10 of 
clubs. South won with the 
queen, and at Trick 2 proceeded 
to make the mistake that is 
made by about 90 players (or 
more) out of every 100: he led 
the low spade to the ace. East’s 
showing out was‘a shock, and, 
as it happened, was also fatal. 
South cashed the spade queen 
and led the six toward dummy. 
West put up the 10 to shut out 
dummy’s nine, and now, of 
course, further spade leading by 
declarer was out of the question. 
He collected all his other top 
tricks, but that left him one 
trick short. 

South’s first error—the com- 
mon one in reference—was in 
failing to lay down the queen 
of spades instead of leading low 
to the ace. If the spades broke, 
the contract was safe; arfd if 
East had all the missing spades, 
there was nothing South could 
do about it. But the lead of 
the single honor (the queen 
here) is correct when the other 
hand (dummy) has the ace, king 
and nine of the suit, so that if 
East shows out, the next lead 
may be made through West's 
J-10-x-x, forcing him to put in 
an honor. Then he can be given 
that trick, and North-South will 
take the rest. 

But even after mishandling 
the spade suit, South could have 
recovered if he had known any- 
thing about squeezes. East was 
in serious discarding difficulties, 
and he could be embarrassed 
even more acutely. All South 
had to do was give West a 
spade trick at any safe stage. 
West himself would soon have 
to give up his heart stopper to 
guard the rest of the spades, 
and East would find it. impossi- 
ble to keep both red suits 
guarded. Try it.

On Public Health

OOD eating is necessary for 

good health. Good eating 

means more than satisfying 
the demands of hunger—it 
means the right selection of 
food as well. 

An adequate daily diet for 
every member of the family 
should include milk (three to 
four cups-for children and two 
to three cups for adults) and 
milk products; whole grain ce- 
reals and bread, with butter or 
margarine; one serving of a dark 
green or deep yellow vegetable; 
one serving of citrus fruit 
(grapefruit, orange or tomato); 
at least two servings of either 
potatoes or other vegetables or 
fruit; one or two servings of 
meat, fish or poultry; with not 
less than three or four eggs a 
week. 
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GOOD EATING. HABITS 
learned early in childhood usual- 
ly last throughout a persof’s life, 
Too many children go to school 
in the morning with little or no 
breakfast. Too many grown-ups 
start the day with a hastily 
grabbed cup of coffee and per- 
haps a doughnut. As a result 
they tire easily and are listless 
and unable to concentrate: 

To do your best work and 
feel comfortable all mosning 
give yourself enough food to 
work on. Start the day with a 
good breakfast — one which in- 
cludes milk, cereal, bread, eggs 
and fruit. 

Nutritionists generally agree 
that the noon-day meal should 
furnish about one-third of the 
day’s food requirements. There 
is today altogether too great a 
tendency to neglect lunch, or to 
settle:for a candy bar or a soft 
drink. 
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IN THIS COUNTRY, where all 
of the essential foods are abun- 
dant and easily procured, eating 
can be fun for everyone. 

In the home Mother is the one 
responsible for feeding her fam- 
ily day in and day out. By 
planning the meals and doing 
the marketing well in advance 
she will always be sure of a 
well-stocked larder from which 
she can prepare a variety of 
tasty, nutritious dishes. 

One more bit of advice. Avoid 
food fads and quick reducing 
diets that have not been pre- 
scribed by a competent phy- 
sician. You may be depriving 
yourself of food elements neces- 
sary to protect your health and 
build up your energy. 

Remember the healthy, alert 


individuals are the well fed!
